There is generally 
a large difference between the cost of 
pipe-line transportation and pipe-line 
tariff rates, while the independent 
shipper can not, practically speaking, 
use railroads instead, because their 
rates are still higher. Lower pipe-line 
rates and also smaller minimum ship- 
ments are necessary in many cases, 
therefore, to enable small concerns 
to compete with large refineries affil- 
iated with pipe-line companies. Rea- 
sonable and equitable conditions of 
shipment by pipe line would tend to 
a greater equality in the prices of 
Mid-Continent and Appalachian crude 
oil and in the prices of refined prod- 
ucts in different markets. 

“During the fiscal year 1916, while 
the general petroleum investigation 
was in progress, an extraordinary 
rapid advance occurred in the price of 
gasoline, and many complaints were 
made to the commission concerning 
discriminations in the price of gaso- 
line in different localities. As this ad- 
vance in gasoline prices was a matter 
of wide public concern, the commis- 
sion determined to postponed certain 
other phases of the investigation of

POWER TO FIX 


UP IN SENATE 


Proposed Amendment to Adam- 
son Law Is Designed to Ex- 
tend Authority of Interstate 
Commerce Commission

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Senator 
Hardwick, of Georgia, has introduced 
in the Senate a proposed amendment 
to the Adamson Hight-Hour Law for 
railroad employees engaged in inter- 
state commerce, giving to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission “full 
power and authority to fix and deter- 
mine the hours and other conditions 


of labor” for all employees included 
in the provisions of the act. 

The amendment would make it “un- 
lawful for any two or more of such 
employees by concerted action with 
each other to hinder, delay or obstruct 
the operation of the railroad trains en- 
gaged in interstate commerce because 
of their dissatisfaction at any decision 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion.” A fine not tv exceed $5000 or 
imprisonment not to exceed one year, 
is provided for violation. The bill was 
referred to the committee on Inter- 
state Commerce of the Senate. 

Additional petitions from various 
Maine citizens who are employed in 
maintenance of way departments of 
American railways, asking to be in- 
cluded in the workings of the Adamson 
law, were presented by Senator Fer- 
nald of Maine. Some 300,000 em- 
ployees of this class are understood to 
be demanding this legislation. 

A resolution from the Board of 
Aldermen of Malden, Mass., favoring 
an embargo on the exportation of food- 
stuffs and fuel was presented to the 
Senate by Senator Weeks yesterday. 
Senator Oliver presented a petition 
for the United Mine Workers of Cren- 
shaw, Pa., seeking the appointment 
of a commission to investigate the 
high cost of living and, if. no other 
way of relief is apparent, to. establish 
an export embargo, so as to bring 
prices down to “something normal.”

BIG AERIAL FIGHT 
ON WESTERN FRONT 


Special to The Christian Science Monitor 

LONDON, England—An aerial fight 
in which 70 aeroplanes were engaged 
recently took place on the western 
front about 12 miles southeast of Ar- 
ras, and was announced in the British 
communiqué with that prosaic brevity 
that is the hall mark of British 
dispatches. Some of the most heroic 
incidents are often hidden in a two- 
line intimation and only recdive the 


treatment they deserve in the private | 


diaries of the participators. This 


particular incident was no exception 
to the general rule. . 

About 9 o’clock of a November morn- 
ing a squadron of British aeroplanes 
30 strong, rose from the ground and 
“paraded” for a bombing expedition 
across the German lines. Some of the 


machines were bomb-carriers, and the 


remainder were an escort composed 
of fighting planes and scouts. This 
sort of raiding they had done for 
weeks past, without meeting any re- 
sistance from the German defending 
squadrons. But on this morning a 
force of between 30 and 40 German 
aeroplanes came forward t6 meet the 
raiders. As soon as the British saw 
their, opponents they attacked in 
proper batile formation and a running 
fight. took place toward the rear of 
the German lines.

Coniieiniauke in Annual Report 
Also Comments on Work for) 
Prohibition Among Tribes in| 
New Inspection System | 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The annual 
report of: the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs was issued today. In part it 
reads as follows: 

“The preparation and introduction 


for all Indian schools marks.a forward 


step in the educational system of the 
Indian service. For many years the 
general country has recognized a vital 
deficiency in its system of education. 
There has en a chasm, often im- 
passable, between the completion of a 
course in school and the selection of 
a vocation in life. The Indian service 
has recognized a similar deficiency, al- 
though partially overcome in its sys- 
tem. The new vocational course of 
study for Indian schools is belfeved 
to provide a safe amd substantial pas- 
sage from school life to success in 
real life. Great care has been exer-} 
cised in the preparation of this course. 
“Indian schools must train the In- 
dian youth of both sexes to take upon 
themselves the duties and responsi- 
bilities of citizenship. ‘To do this re- 
gyiires a system of schools and an or- 
ganization capable of preparing the 
Indian young people to earn a living 
either among their own people or 
away from the reservation homes and 
in competition with their white breth- 
ren. This contemplates a practical 
system of schoois with an essentially 
vocational foundation. In other words, 
the Indian needs a school that will. fit 


of his immediate future and the chang-, 
ing conditions that may mark his re- 
The school should ac- 
‘omplish this as quickly as is com- 
patible with thcroughness. The eco- 
nomic needs of all people—of the In- 
‘dian especially—demand that the 
schools provide for instruction along | 
eminently practical lines.

NEW QUEEN'S HALL 
ORCHESTRA PLAYS 
FRANCK SYMPHONY

LONDON, England—Not for a long 
time have Sir Henry Wood and the 
New Queen’s Halil Orchestra  sub- 


mitted a program so delightful as that 
of the last Symphony concert. Cesar 
Franck’s wonderful symphony in D. 
minor supplied the apex, and ranged 
on either side were “La Procession du 
Rocio (del la Rosée} by the Spanish 
composer, Joaquin Turina, Lalo’s Con- 
certo in D minor, for violoncello and 
orchestra, played by Mme. Guilhermina 
Suggia, and two pieces for Small Or- 
chestra: (a) “On Hearing the: First 
Cuckoo in Spring’; (b) “Summer 
Night on the River,” by Delius. 

Years ago after some experience as 
a musical critic, Mr. Arthur Symons 
confessed publicly that music is much 
more difficult to write about than any 
other art. “It is wholly useless,” he 
said, “to the student no less than to 
the general reader, to write about 
music in the style of the programs 
for which we pay sixpence at the con- 
certs—not less useless ig it to write 
a rhapsody which has nothing to do 
with the notes, and to present this as 
an interpretation of what the aotes 
have said in an unknown language.” 
To Mr. Symons a compromise be- 
tween these methods seemed the only 


way out. 

Perhaps the musician himself would | 
consider that the safest way to write 
about music ;is to write about some- 
thing else. An art, by the way, which 
can easily be learned from the modern 
reviewer, who sometimes manages to 
review a book without even mention- 
ing it. Perhaps this solution may be 
recommended to the well-known Lon-

LONDON, England—lIt is certainly

the idea should have been realized at

FINES ARE PUT 
ON 51.PLAYERS 
BY COMMISSION 


CINCINNATI, O.—Fines were in- 
| flicted by the National Baseball Com- 
' mission here Friday on major league 


| ball players who have taken part in 


various exhibition games following the 
close of the season of 1916. 

Fifty-one players from 13 of the 16 
major league teams were fined 
amounts ranging from $25 to $100. 
However, the commission suspended 
the fines on 38 players, allowing only 
79 fines to stand. 

The men who must pay are Hen- 
riksen, Janvrin, Shorten, Hoblitzell, 
Lewis, McNally, Scott, Cady, Ruth and 
Barry of the World’s Champion Bos- 
ton American League team; Cobb and 
Young of the Detroit Americans and 
Davis of the Philadelphia Americans. 
All of these were fined $100, except 
Cobb, who must pay $50. 

The fines on the Boston Americans 
came as the result of a game played 
at New Haven, Conn., in violation of 
the rule against members of the 
world’s champions playing in games 
after the close of the season. Barry 
did not play, but managed the team 
that did play. 

Davis was fined as the manager of 
a team which played in various east- 
ern cities, but the fines of the re- 
mainder of the team were suspended 
because it was brought out in the 
testimony that Davis has assured his 
team-mates that he had the word of 
President Johnson of the American 
League that there would be no official 
objection to the team playing. The 


commission states that President John- 


son simply advised Davis to take up 
the matter with the chairman of 
the commission, which, according to 
the chairman, he failed to do. 

Young ‘was fined for playing with a 
team in the East after the disband- 
ment of the Canadian tourists, while 
T. R. Cobb was fined on account of his 
having taken part in the game at 
New Haven against the Boston 
Americans. 

The commission stated that any fur- 
ther violation of the rules relative to 
playing in exhibition games would be 
more severely dealt with, and that 
in case any of the players whose fines 
were suspended should violate the 
rule again the original fine would be 


imposed and a much heavier one added.

Clean old rags will be found more 
efficient than cotton waste in swab- | 
bing out the cylinders, etc., because | 
cotton waste is never sure of getting 
all the grit and dirt. 


It is seldom that the inlet valve 
needS much cleaning. When using 
the grinding compound, stuff the open- 
ing of the cylinder with a piece of 
cloth so that none of the dirt will 
get into it. It is best to use the valve 
lifter that the manufacturer of your 
car advises because he knows the in# 
strument that will do the work with 
the least. effort and it is quite a propo- 
sition to lift a valve if the right lifter 
is not used. Put the valve springs 
and other small parts into a can of 
kerosene in which they will clean 
themselves. Now for the actual grind- 
ing cf the valve. Smear the seat of 
the valve with the grinding compound, 
place a light spring over the stem. 
and drop the assemblage back into the 
seat. With a screwdriver held in a 
carpenter’s bit brace, rotate th. valve 
back and forth with a quarter turn. '! 
After the valve has been rotated for 
several times, take it out of its seat 
and clean it. Replace it again and 
continue the grinding, taking care not 
to remove the grinding compound 
around the valve seat. 


When the carbon. is all out and the 
valves ground in, a piece of! cloth 
wrapped around’a stick soaked with 
carbon remover will prove a very 
efficient way of cleaning up the motor 
generally.

“Hot-air furnaces of all sizes gen- 
erally in use for domestic and’ other 
purposes should be fed with ‘egg’ size 
anthracite. 

“No ash sifter is necessary if the 
right size and quality of coal is used 
and is being properly burned. The 
coal should burn to a fine ash, and its 
first trip through the stove or furnace 
should be its last. Clinkers are usually 
a sign either of improper use of the 
poker or improper regulation of drafts. 
Too hot a fire, either in the stove or 
the furnace, is almost sure to produce 
clinkers. : 

“Do not let the air in the house get 
too gry. Dry air is a poor conductor 
of treat. The simplest remedy is to 
place an open vessel of water on or 
near each radiator. 

“If proper attention is given to the 
operation of the furnace’ or heating 
stove, a perceptible economy in the do- 
mestic consumption of coal can be 
effected.”

This 
unknown God, whom Huxley, like the 
Greeks, again ignorantly worshiped, 


disclaiming atheism, but insisting that , 


the God of physical nature was at once 
unknown and unknowable, Mrs. Eddy 
declared, like Paul before her, to a 
world without gars to hear, as divine 
Principle or Spirit. 

Now it must be plain that if the First 
Cause of all things is Spirit, creation 
must be spiritual and not material. 
Scholastic theology gets over this, and 
has always got over it; by the theory 
of Spirit generating matter, or like 
creating unlike. Such a theory can- 
not, however, by any process of,in- 
genuity, be extracted from the New 
Testament. Jesus told Nicodemus, 
with the utmost emphasis, “That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh; and 
that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit,” whilst Paul declared, with 
equal emphasis, “So then they that 
are in the flesh cannot please God.” 
The truth, of course, is that dualism 
is as contradictory of natural science 
as it is of divine Science. It is, in 
short, only a subterfuge for explain- 
ing materially something that can 
only be explained spiritually. Mrs. 
Eddy discerned the dilemma of the 
physical senses, and read the ma- 
terial riddle. Her answer was the 
unreality of matter. 

The doctrine of the unreality of 
matter, in Christian Sctence, is, how- 
ever, fundamentally different from 
that of the philosophic schools. Ina 
sentence, the alloy of the ass’s shadow 
is dissolved on the touchstone of the 
teaching of Jesus, and the unreality 
of matter, as demonstrated in the 
feeding of the multitudes, the walk- 
ing on the water, and the finding of 
the tribute money, is explained. 

If the teaching of the New Testa- 
ment were true, then, Mrs. Eddy 
pointed out, matter could be nothing 
but an illusion. The world replied,

The book 
is designated among the Mohamme- 
dans by some honorable title instead 
of its original name. It is sometimes 
called Kelomi Sherif, or Noble Pis- 
courses, Kitobi Aziz, or Beloved Book. 

“The style of the Koran cannot be 
fairly judged by the insipid and inco- 
herent form which it assumes even in 
the best translation. The purity, ele- 
gance and peculiar music of the origi- 
nal, at which Mohammed aimed .. 
are lost when clothed in a foreign 
dress. To the Persian these excel- 
lences are its highest charm. He 
speaks of its ‘divine language’ in en- 
raptured ter:ns. Even Christians of 
Persia, with whom the Arabic is ver- 
nacular, speak as fervently in praise 
of the literary beauties of the Koran 
as a Mohammedan does. They describe 
the flow of its words as a perfect 
melody.

-Mohammedans are not even willing 


for a Christian to examine the book. |

“The Koran is uniformly in hand- 
written manuscript form, and the pen- 
manship is often as regular and beau- 
tiful as the finest copper-plate engrav- 
ing. Multitudes gain their livelihood 
by the labor of transcribing them. 
Some of the students in Persian col- 
leges defray in this manner a consid- 
erable part of the expenses of their 
education. I‘know of a man in Tabriz 
celebrated for his chirographic skill, 
who wrote a single copy annually and 
maintained himself with the pro- 
ceeds.”

Both these theories 
had ended, as Huxley said, in making 
matter real, and in giving it a common 
cause, mind or protoplasm, merely 
called by different names. To this Mrs. 
Eddy took immediate exception. Mor- 
tal mind, protoplasm, force, or energy 
—any, in short, of these supposed ma- 
terial origins of matter were, she 
pointed out, themselves purely sup- 
posititious, and only a lie about the 
Truth. As-a mere matter of fact, if 
an origin could be found for evil, evil 
would that moment become real. It is, 
therefore, fortunate, as well as inter- 
esting, that the philosophers -have 
failed to discover any origin for it. 
This staggering metaphysical fact may 
be incomprehensible to the human 
senses, but then the greatest philoso- 
pher amongst the apostles has clearly 
stated that spiritual things can only 
be spiritually understood. This surely, 
then, was what Jesus meant when he 
declared that the devil, or personified 
evil, was a liar or a lie, and abode not 
in the truth because there was no 
truth in him. 

Jesus himself, however, was never 
satisfied with a mere theoretical state- 
ment. He insisted that every theory 
advanced should be proved by demon- 
stration. In this way he healed the 
sick and raised the dead, and, for this 
end, he walked on the water, stilled 
the tempest, and placed the tribute

presented to it by his command to 
preach the Gospel and to heal the sick, 
and confronted by his inexorable say- 
ing that those who believed his words 
would be able to repeat his works, 
strove to escape from the demand 
forced upon it, by the propagation of a 
new theory, the theory of dualism, 
based itself upon the ridiculous sup- 
position of the evolution of matter out 
of Spirit, and the subsequent absorp- 
tion of it once more by Spirit. This 
theory had, however, already been 
condemned by Jesus when he declared 
that a house divided against a house 
could not stand. It was, indeed, noth- 
ing more nor less than the revival of 
the primitive teaching of the co-reality 
of good and evil, exposed by the writer 
of Genesis in the metaphor of the fruit 
of the tree of which Adam and Eve ate. 
_ The whole trend of Jesus’ demon- 
strations or miracles may, therefore, 
be seen, like so many of his parables 
or illustrations, to be devoted to prov- 
ing the unreality of matter. His heal- 
ing of the sick, for example, had, most 
probably, a secondary intention in the 
relief of human suffering or sorrow, 
but it had surely a much larger mean- 
ing for all humanity, in all ages, in 
its proof of the unreality of matter. 
Wags not this lesson manifested just as 
much in the destruction of the herd of 
swine as in the raising of Lazarus, in 
the feeding of the multitude as in the 


fasting in the desert, in the miraculous 


draft of fishes as in the disappear- 
ance from the temple? And yet, per- 
haps, amongst all these, there is no 
clearer example than the incident of 
the widow’s mite. 


Heine on Edmund Kean 


In his letters on the French stage, 
translated by Elizabeth A. Sharp, 
Heine writes of Dumas’ drama “Ed- 
mund Kean.” | 

“Dumas,” he says, “may be re- 
proached for sundry little fauits 
against external accessories of cos- 
tume and locality, but the whole pic- 
ture is, nevertheless, a striking real- 
ity. He carried me in memory back 
again to old England, and I thought 
I saw before me ; Edmund 
Kean, whom there I saw so often. 
This illusion was, no doubt, in great 


part produced by the actor who played. 


the principal role, notwithstanding 
that the imposing figure of Frédéric 
Lemafttre differs greatly from. the 
small, undersized figure of Kean. But 
the latter had, however, something in 


his personality and in his acting which | 


I find again in Frédéric Lematftre. 
There is a remarkable affinity between 
the two men. Kean was one of those 
exceptional natures who, by means of 
a certain rapidity of movement, of a 
strange tone of voice, and of still 
stranger use of his eyes, interpreted 
and rendered, not the ordinary every- 
day sentiments, but all that the heart 
of man can contain of the unusual, 
the bizarre, the extraordinary. 
Kean was one of those men whose 
characters defy all the frictions of 
civilization, and who are made, I will 
not say, of better, but of quite dif- 
ferent stuff than we are; genuine orig- 
inals with one faculty, but with this 
unique, extraordinary faculty dominat- 
ing all their surroundings, full of an 
illiimitable power that is undefined 
and ignored by themselves.” 

“Kean was not a many-sided actor. 
It is true that he could play a great 


many different characters, but in these 
characters it was always his own that 
he reproduced. But in them he al- 
ways presented striking truths to us. 
Although ten years have passed since 
I saw him, he is always present in 
my memory in the roles of Shylock, 
Othello, Richard, and Macbeth. Many 
obscure passages in these dramas of 
Shakespeare have been completely 
elucidated to me by the wonderful |, 
power of his personification. He had 
a range of modulation in his voice 
which revealed a whole existence, 

and in the movement of hands,

Dividing the Land of Flowers 


[lr APPEARS that the “matter of dividing the State of 
I‘lorida, geographically and politically, is not to be aban- 
doned. The northern and the southern portions of the 
present State find, or think they find, that they have not 
enough in common to cement them together. Or, to put 
it m another way, they think that each of the two great 
divisions would be happier if independent of the other. 
The proposal is that the line of separation be the twenty- 
ninth parallel. A bill, it is anticipated, will be introduced 
into the State Legislature this winter with the intention 
of paving the way for division. 

But it is no easy matter te bring about the division 
of a State. Interests that ramify far beyond the borders 
of the territory immediately concerned become involved 
in such a project. [Each State of the Union is entitled 
to two members of The United States Senate. Florida 
is an unwavering Democratic State, and its division into 
two States would mean that the area now represented 
in the United States Senate by two members. would be 
represented by four. all Democrats. Republicans alert 
constantly to everything that tends to strengthen or 
weaken the opposite party would hardly take kindly to 
a change that would work automatically toward increas- 
ing the strength of the Democratic “‘solid South” in the 
upper chamber. 

But that is onlv one possible difficulty in the way of 
division. The people ‘of Florida as a whole would have 
to vote for the proposition, and that woulé be only the 
beginning. Florida could not divide without the con- 
sent of Congress, and Congress would probably ponder 
the question for a long time before deciding even to vote 
on it, for this reason, among others, that F lorida is a top- 
heavy State, but not the only one in the Union bv 
any means. Neither is it the only State in the Union 
in which an important party of division has grown up. 
There is such a movement periodically in California. 
whilst in Texas the question of division 1s always 
open to discussion. There are other States, too, that 
think division might be helpful to them, although they 
are not thinking ‘about it seriously enough to take the 
initiative at present. If State division should begin it 
would probably spread, with the result that States which 
are now perfectly content in their northern and southern 
and eastern and western parts, would feel like going into 
the movement. 

Congress is not likely to encourage anything of this 
kind. Rather than set the division movement going it 
will probably deny to Florida the privilege of breaking 
in two, or to Texas the privilege of breaking in three or 
four, even though either of these might be. regarded as 
large enough to permit of safe experiments. 
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The Business Situation Reviewed 


So CLOSELY linked are the business conditions of the 
world with the great war that almost every possible 
analysis of trade must also deal with the European con- 
ict and its probable duration. The longer the war con- 
tinues, the more pronounced 1s this situation. In the bel- 
ligerent countries the industrial activity is almost alto- 
ecther dependent upon the demand for war supplies. and 
in some of those countries the financial conditions are 
tense. In most of the neutral lands there has been a 
erowth of business such as has never before been expe- 
rienced. This acceleration is due to the war. Ina few 
of the nations involved in the war, particularly in Japan 
and Canada, there has been unprecedented prosperity. 
The situation is in large measure artificial and temporary, 
but it is none the less remarkable. There has been a 
growth of foreign trade in both countries akin to that 
of the United States. Japan's exports have increased 
enormously over its imports, leaving a large balance of 
trade in favor of that country. Consequently a great 
inflow of gold has come about, low money rates prevail, 
and bank clearings have mounted high. Canada owes 
much of its prosperity to the high prices prevailing for 
farm products, and to the urgent demand for -nearly 
everything that the Dominion produces. A large part of 
the output is shipped abroad. 

Increasing demands are being made,upon the United 
Statess by nearly every other part of the world, for 
money. The wonder is that, with the war costing con- 
siderably more than $ 100,000,000 a day, there has not 
been a more urgent call for funds even than has been 
experienced. Prices of practically all commodities have 
advanced rapidly during the last year, but the warring 
peoples must have supplies, at w hdtever cost. With the 
increasing need for everything, from foodstuffs to muni- 
tions, the expenditures connected with the war are becom- 
ing so large that it is easily seen why money for long- 
term uses is becoming scarce and rates are high. The 
indications are that tates for fixed capital will soon go 
still higher, and ¢orporations contemplating new financing 
will do well to make their arrangements before the terms 
become more stringent. The sudden rise of call. money 
to 15 per cent, one day this week in New York, may be 
a signal as’to what ts to be expected later on. 

General business in the United States is keeping jp 
its rapid pace. There is less demand for munitions on 
the part of Europeans, but this is because Europe itself 
is able to turn out a gteater amount of war supplies. 
United States exports of other products, especially raw 
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materials, continue to be large. Producers of the baser 
industrial materials are likely to profit to a greater extent 
from now on than the manufacturers, for the reason that 
manufacturing costs have risen to such a height that 
profits have been seriously invaded. In fact the prices 
of commodities have so advanced as to give serious con- 
cern’ to many manufacturers, for, although they also 
have raised their prices, there is a limit beyond which the 
consumer will not go. Just now there are all sorts of 
devices, embargoes, Government investigations, and the 
like, being discussed to meet the problem of the high 
cost of living. This is taken to mean that the public 
will not put up with many. more price advances, and the 
producers and manufacturers are giving heed to the 
warning. 


Agricultural Progress in Quebec 


J. Ik. Caron, Minister of Agriculture of Quebec, has 
just made a report which presents the agricultural out- 
look in that province in a very favorable light. At a tfme 
when so much attention is turned upon the production 
and marketing of milk, on both sides of the line, the 
facts submitted with reference to the dairying industry 
are particularly interesting! All figures refer to the vear 
ending with June 30 last. In the twelve. months pre- 
ceding that date, milk to the value of $21,000,000 was 
produced in Quebec, showing an increase over the pre- 
vious twelve months of $3,000,000. The value of the 
butter vield was $10,900,000, while the cheese manufac- 
tured brought ‘$ 7,500,000 to the farmers. Of the dairv 
product factories in the pyovince, 883 make cheese, 585 
are creameries, and 523 are combination est tablishments. 
The Government, realizing the economic value of the 
industry, is spending a considerable sum annually in its 
encouragement. : 

It mav not be known that the exportation of milk 
and cream from Quebee to the United States constitutes 
a very important traffic, but such is the case. Last year 
it reached a value of $1,455,405. 

Agricultural education is receiving a great deal of 
attention in the Province. <A total of 1000 pupils is 
now ‘to be found in the different schools. Cooperation 
among farmers is growing rapidly. From 21 cooperative 
organizations, in 1915, the number has grown to 162. In 
concluding his report the Minister of Agriculture says, 
“The. back-to-the-land movement, encouraged by this 
Government, is powerfully seconded by all our institu- 
tions of learning. The agricultural education: given our 
children has already cre ated a new current of ideas as 
regards agriculture, and I see with great satisfaction 
that agricultural qtiestions are attracting attention of 
all classes of the population.” 

Quebec is hardly keeping pace with the sister Prov- 
inces in general development. It is the only one of the 
number in which education is not compulsory, and 
is significant that it is the only one in which the -anti- 
liquor agitation, that has swept over all other parts of 
North America north of Mexico in the last two years, has 
not been felt. Nevertheless, it would be unfair to sav 
that Quebec is not progressing, for there are many signs 
to the contrary, as evidences the advancing state of its 
acricultural interests. 


Madrid 


Maprip, which, as one of the few great neutral cap- 
ittls of Europe, often figures prominently in the news 
of the day, 1s not a city of great antiquity. Many efforts, 
it is true, have been made to trace its history back into 
classical times, and even beyond, but the first authentic 
mention of the town occurs in the Arab chronicle, and 
this does not carry one back farther than the first half 
The place was, of course, occupied 
by the Moors when they were the dominant power in 
Spain, but was finally taken from them bv Alfonso 
VI in 1083. Henry IV used it as a hunting seat, but 
it did not attain any importance until the reign ‘of Charles 
V. who made it a place of residence, and was wont to 
visit it occasionally. It was in the reign of Philip II 
that, at last, if attained to the dignity of a capital city. 
He created it his capital and nica corte, or onlv court, 
in 1560, and it has remained the capital city of Spain 
ever since, in spite of occasional efforts, on the part 
to transfer the Government‘to Valla- 
dolid and Seville. 

The most ineffaceable memory which the trav eler car- 
ries away with him from Madrid is the dust. Built on 
an undulating plateau of sand and clay, which is bounded 
on the north by the Sierra Guadarrama, and gradually 
slopes downw ards on all other sides into the hatren and 
treeless tableland of New Castile, the dust of Madrid 
‘s one of its msistent features. The true 
erumbles over it, uses caustic proverbs regarding it, but 
seldom thinks of moving away from it. Indeed. few cities 
in Europe have grown more rapidly during the past three 
decades than Madrid, and although it is, today, surpassed 
in commerce by Barcelona, it is none the less the largest 
city ‘in Spain. [ts population of nearly 900,000 is more 
than double what it was forty years ago. 

Madrid proper, that is, old Madrid, exclusive of the 
modern suburbs, is almost a square. At one time it was 
surrounded by a wall, built partly of earth and partly of 
brick, a sorry structure, in many respects, which was 
pierced by five principal gates or puertas and about eleven 
doorways or portillos.. All of these. save three, have 
disappeared, though the name of the east gate is per- 
petuated in that of the largest of the many plazas of 
Madrid, the Puerta del Sol. The original Puerta del 
Sol, that is, the. gate of that name, had. on its front a 
representation of the sun, hence the name. 
plaza is one of the centers of Madrid activities, and from 
it radiate the ten principal streets of the city. Old Madrid 
has preserved many of its traits of architecture and many 
of its traditions ; but in the new suburbs the town planning 
found in all new European towns prevails, with broad 
streets, squares, villas sometimes surrounded by gardens, 
and boulevards lined with trees. — 


In many ways Madrid is in singular contrast with . 
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the rest of Spain. Few cities have more fully developed 
their tramway systems, their gas and electric lighting; 
and their telephone service, and the modern path ts pur- 
sued also in the matter of municipal government. As to 
buildings, Madrid possesses no great architectural 
feature. ~The royal palace, on the rising ground 
overlooking the often almost drv bed of the Manzanares, 
is the most important. Built on the site of the old 
Moorish citadel, the Alcazar, it was begun under Philip 
V in 1737, by the Italian architect, Saechetti, and finished 
in 1764. During the past twenty years or so, the indus- 
tries of Madrid have developed extraordinarily, and the 
workers of the town, nowadays, cam make most things, 
from a pecket-book to a petroleum tank.

Tue order, just issued by the British Board of Trade, 
limiting evening dinners in places of public entertainment 
and other meals to two courses, repre- 
sents by no means a new departure in the business of 
eovernment in England. As far back as the reign of 
Edward IIT an act was passed which declared that no 
one, of whatever rank or estate, should be allowed more 
than two courses at dinner, or more than two kinds of 
food at each course. An exception could be made on 
the principal yearly feast days, but even on those occa- 
sions the banquet was restricted to three courses. 


In tHE book “Interpretations of Literature.” bv 
Lafeadio Hearn, published recently by Professor J. 
Erskine, occurs one of .those flashes of insight which 
commands instant sympathy froni many people. Laf- 
cadio Hearn is writing on Longfellow and the exag- 
gerated reaction against him, so noticeable about a decade 
ago, and says: “Really, I believe that 1t is a very good 
test of any FEnglishman’s ability to feel poetry,-simply | 
to ask him, ‘Did vou lke Longfellow when vou were a 
hov?’ If he says ‘No,’ then it is no use to talk to him 
on the subject of poetry at all,*however much he might 
be able to tell you about quanfities and meters.” 


It WOULD be interesting to know what the term “pub- 
lic park’ will mean ten vears from ‘now. That the 
expression at present means something quite different 
from what it meant a decade ago, is brought out tn the 
announcement that a model park, being planned by a 
New Hampshire town, is to include a football field, three 
baseball diamonds, two tennis courts, race tracks, jump- 
ing pits, and three playgrounds for boys and two for 
girls. Just what the sedate adult will be expected to do 
in such a place is not mentioned. He will, however, at 
all times have the opportunity of playing the role of the 
interested spectator. 


THE depreciation in Mexican currency seems to have 
had at least one favorable result, for the present move- 
inent toward creative work in literature is attributed, by 
an educator in that country, to the inability of the people 
longer to purchase imported books. Authors and pub- 
lishers in Mexico are now putting native productions on 
the market. and are meeting with such success that the 
country is apparently undergoing a literary renaissance. 
This creative effort, if continued when conditions are 
less troubled, should in time build up a substantial Mex- 
ican literature. 


THE attention of the cities that are interested in com- 
inunity improvement will for the next three vears be 
turned toward Cincinnati. Although the model method 
of community organization which is to be worked out 
there is only an experiment, the fact that fifteen other 
cities asked to be chosen as the place for the first trial of 
the program indicates how widespread is the interest in 
bettering social conditions. 


One pleasing characteristic of a civic improvement 
conference is that it affords opportunity for the discus- 
sion of a wide variety of subjects. Thus the American 
Civic Association, which is te hold its twelfth annual 
convention in Washington this month, will consider such 
topics as the billboard nuisance, unnecessary noises, and 
the community drama. Whatever the delegates may 
hope to accomplish by this conference, it is safe to say 
that the public will be quite satisfied if the convention 
does nothing more than find out how best to get rid of 
the billboards. 


Part of the argument of many people who advocate 
license is a recital of the misfortune that would be fall 
those in the liquor trade if it were to be closed out. A 
far stronger argument for the other side is the fact that, 


: if license prevails, these people will probably feel obbleed: 


to stay in the liquor business.
